2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS . 

Claims 1-29 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
determining tissue factor activity in a sample by combining tissue factor and a molar excess of factor Vila to produce an enzyme 
complex and detecting the activity by using a chlorogenic or fluorogemc substrate. 

Claims 1-29 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
